A doz- 
en bookmakers had their boards up behind 
the grand stand and sold tickets on every 
race, The club provided accommodations:aad 
its employes assisted the bookmakers in the 
usual way. Inthe grand stand, ladies talked 
horse, as is the fasbion now in swelidom, and 
backed their opinions with banknotes. Tia 
path throhgh the private grounds of the clab 
from the railroad station was 
beset by thimble-riggers and thoir 
cappers, and many an innocent emptied his 
purse into the pockets of these thieves, after 
paying two dollars to get upon proporty con- 
trolled by gentlemen. -Several policemen and 
& wegistrate from New Rochelle were in at- 
tendance, to preserve order and uphold the 
majesty of thelaw.

For Jay Gould has certainly retired from stock 
speculation, while W. H. Vanderbilt is dead, 
and other great. operators, who were 
powers in the street, have either 
failed or have joined the major- 
ity. True, Addison Cammack, the great bear, 
still survives, and Deacon 8. V. White contin. 
ues to manipulate Delaware and Lackawanna. 
But the former has not the nerve he onea had, 
while the deacon has developed political 
aspivations,and is ruoning for congress in 
Brooklyn, where he has the support of Henry 
Ward Beecher +nd bis frieuds) Whiteisa 
character in his way. He is brimful of energy 
and push, shrewd, daring and rapacioag, 
Some of his deals were queer affsirs, and his 
ventures in mining stocks, in the past, have 
been a gc Od den) crijicized.

ings. Capital is timid, and the great money 
in finer ces are disgusted at the prospect of the 
workirg people obtrudiag themselves into the 
politics of the country and demanding special 
ecpsideration. George ia well known in 
England, and his dectrines are viewed with 
abberrence by gapitalists abroad. As the 
Fnglish have been heavy buyers of ‘A nericy” 
lately, it is feared that if Gsorgo is elected our 
stocks will be returned and sold on the Now 
York market. Hence the hesitancy that 
has been manifested on our 
exchange during the past week, and which 
wiil not be removed uptii the result of the 
election ig known,

IN SALEM. 

Well, Iam in Salem now, the venerable and 
venera ed place where thousands of the daugn- 
ters of the south were educated. I have loag 
wished to see this Moravian town and her 
people, and so I came through Winston down 
to the famous Belo bouse, and was welcomed 
by Captain Belo on one good leg aud one of 
cork, which last he swapped fur duriog the 
war, Theee Moravians are a peaceable poople 
like the Quakers, but they will fight wnen 
ereatly perplexed, and this shows to what 
extent the south was oppressed. Tae captain 
is @ brother of the well known editor and pro- 
prietor of the Galveston News. I was qaite 
ick the morning I arrived,and felt jast sike 
throwing up the sponge and going home,where 
i conla lie around and gruat and. be nursed 
aud petied, but my mail was brought to 
me and 1 brightened up when I saw the super- 
scription of one letter, and I unconsciously 
Sabz: 

“Good news from home—good news for me, 
Has come wo bring traug uility.”’ 


When Lopened ict I saw the first endearing 
wi rds were ‘mydear old man.” Just think 
ofit! “Old man!” It isthe firsttime that 
ary loyal member of my numervas and lovely 
wife and offspring ever c»lied mo ‘old man” 
tomy face. Butitisall right I reckon, for I 
am old. One extreme cails for another, 
though, and so when I wrote back home again 
i began with “my blushing bride.” I¢ has 
been nearly forty years since I used that ex- 
pression, andI reckon it will be furty more 
before ad use it again. Salem 
is not so much unlixe other towns 
after all. It hes been very mach modernized 


‘since the war. You can’t tell a Moravian from 


a Winstonian neitber on the street nor in their 
hemes, unless the fellow is drunk and then 
you may know ne is notfrom Salem. The 
oply resson why thesetwin cities have not 
consolidated are the questions of taxation and 
probibition. They are both prohibition towus 
now, but Salem has no guarantees of what 
the future may bring if sbe consolidates. 
Sslem’s prohibition 1s a century old, and she 
ieels secure. Salem’srate of taxation is oaly 
one-fourth of one per ceut, waile Winston’s 
ig twice 48 much, and will have to be increased 
if their public improvements keep pace with 
the rapid growth of the towa. 
Salem is rich, that 1s her pubiic 
institutions, schools, churches and charities 
are ail well endowed aud independeot. Sae 
had originally seventeen thousand acres of 
lsnd. She has sold offa good deal but has 
stili a large reserve which is yearly intreasiag 
in value. Her college buildings are not 
splendid but they are enuostantial and com- 
medious. J attended charch at night in a 
spacious and beautiful chapel that was built 
in the year 1800. The wails are three feet 
thick, and it 18 said that no such carefal work 
is done nowadays. ‘The chapel seats ab ut 
eight hundred people, and it was quite fall, 
The service was very like the Presbyterian, 
bi tin the morving more like the Episcopaliaa 
for they have alitavy. The miaister, Dr. 
Rouuthaler, who is also in charge of che female 
college, isa man fer above the average of 
ministers. Indeed [ never listened to a ser- 
mon that impressed me more, for its eloquent 
tenderness of thought. Whoconld help lov- 
ing such amen? How fortunate is this com- 
munity in having reared such an one to lead 
them and thei: children, No wonder that 
Salem coliege hastuch a good name abroad. 
There sre about 200 pupils here now, aad 
every southern state is represented. What a 
woncerful people were they who established 
the worals and the industry and philaathropy 
of this community. There are no laggards 
here. They could not live here, They would 
be ashamed, Everybody works. It the cook 
quits they do not cure. Many of them owaed 
slaves, and when freedom came it was no 
thock to them. They smiled and said, “go, 
aud peace go with you” {[ am told 
there is not a young man within her limits 
who drinks intoxivating liquors or wno ever 
thinks of sucha thiog. Hereis a home for 
the poor widows where they have comforcable 
quarters and kind attention, Another home 
{..s the orphans, aad ano;her for the aged aud 
alilicted. Where else can you flud such a peo- 
ple. Thecemeiery is bordered by an ave.ice 
ot cedars, immense cedars that are a century 
old aud mavy of them three feetin diameter 
aud eighty feet high. There are no mona- 
meuts inthis home of the dead. This is one 
piace where the pauper was as good as tie 
prince. There is neitner headstoue nor foot: 
stone but on the breastof each little mound is 
a tabiet of stone or marble with the name and 
biith place and date of birth and death, 
The eitephs are brief, generaliy a 
jine from some verse of Scriptare. The moth- 
ers are allcide by side in long uniform rows, 
The waidenus are all in another plat; the 
fathers in another and the cnildrea to them: 
seives Thesimple heading, ‘‘Oar dear mother” 
or “Our dear fatner’’ is all that tells the parent. 
Many of these tablieis are a century old, and 
sie Letupnlike those put there new except ia 
language and lettering. Must of them are 18 
by 24 inches and the graves have but two feet 
space bi tween them, and all are covered with 
gress. Toe Christian names of these psople 
scem curious now. In one rowlI foand Esek, 
Christ, David, Abrabam, Samuel, Benjamin, 
Naibanie), Ja ob. Soiomen, aad jf 
found Christian seven times. Io an- 
viLer row I found Christiana seven times 
and Magdaline, Sulamith, Gertrude, Dorothy, 
Temperance, Lydia, Zulieika, Caroline and 
Ccruche, Their were twia children in one 
grave and their names were Beata and B>»atas. 
The sir names were such as Pfohl, Foitz, 
Fultz, Schultz, Schmidt, Suider and Akerman. 

Itisa sweet place te goto, and althoagh I 
visited it before breakfast, I fouud mothers 
aud sisters there with fresh flowers aod wa- 
teripg pots paying willing tribute to their 
loved ones. I found thesame at two other 
cemeteries that I bave recently visited and 
the thought suddenly came over me that be 
reaved mothers and sisters ali over this broad” 
lend couid be found every day in every city 
of the dead with flowersin toeir haads aad 
prief in their hearts, bat where ace the fathers 
end broth:rs. ‘Tis woman’s tenderoess that 
waiere all hume«n love and keeps the heavenly 
plant alive. On Monday nights I visited the 
college aud was presented to the girls in tao 
college chapel, wheretbey bad assembled for 
evebing prayers.

She did not issue bonds, but she paid ihe 
money. I visited her immense tobscvo 
factories and warehouses, and saw the weet in 
all its forms and tran.formations. Nota trag- 
ment is lost, for even the stems that look \ike 
little bundles of blackened switches, are baled 
upand sbippedto Bremen, where they are 
mace into suuff and sent back tousas Scotch 
or Macaboy. Well, itisa singular appetite 
that the world has got for tobscso. AsI sur- 
veyed the thousandsand thousands of boxes 
that are daily piled up here the thought sud:

THE MANUFACTURING INYSKESTS

The beginning of Griffin present era of 
prosperity seems to date from the 
time when a movemsnt was = inanga- 
rated some three years azo to bnild 
a cotton factory. It was an uphill job, be- 


cause the people had no money to lose, and | 


precious little to waste in fruitless enterprises. 
The business of the city, however, had been 
cut off largely by the completion of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 


which tapped some of the counties contiguous | 


to Griffin, and whose trade belonged logiti- 
mately to this city, so something had to be 
done to make up the loss. The cotton fac- 
tery seemed to offer new hope, and it took but 
a short while to get the stock, about $125,000. 
eubscribed. The people watched the factory’s 
progrers with intense interest, and the day 
that saw the engine start five thousand glist- 
ening spindles was the time that Griffin began

The situation of Griffin ie evorthing that 
could be desired. Itholds the highest point 
between Savannah and Atlanta, and is aboul 
1,000 feet above the 8e& level. 
The climate, of couree, is charming, the 
year round, and the city offers both winter 
snd summer tourists a pleasant place to spend 
a few weeks ormonths. There are never any 
very great extremes of heat and cold, the 
thermometer in summor averaging abont 70 
or 75 degrees, while in winter it seldom gots 
below freezing. It is the exception rather 
than the rule that the weather is anything 
elee than agreeble from one year’s ond to an- 
other. This happy combination of seasons 
rexders the country a fine one for farming, and 
almost every year thore are flue crops raised. 

The Fruit Interests. 

One of the big attractions for Gritlin is the 
culture of fruit. The hills surrounding the 
city are considered as fine as any in the union 
for the growth of nearly all the fraits that 
thrive in America. Toe peach grown 
here is recognized everywhere a3 the very 
finest possible in flavor, color and size, 58> 
well known and highly valued is this fact that 
many settlers have come in from the north 
and Canada, and there are now at least 259,- 
000 peachtrees bearing within a four mile ra: 
dins, with not lessthan 150,000 grape vines in 
the same space. Peaches average three good 
crops in five, with the grape crop never fail- 
ing. Suchathing asa failure in grapes has 
never beon known. Thevalue of the fruit 
crops around Griffin, and not extending fur 
ther than four miles in asl! directions, is esti- 
mated to bo worth not less than $850,000—a 
pretty considerable pile of money to come from 
£0 small a district. If there were basket 
and causing factories, the vroduct of the fruit 
crop could be made much more valuable, 
These things, however, are already begun on 
asmall scale, and give promise of developing 
into large proportions before many months.

Mr. D. W. Shaffer is general manager for 
the Griffin house. He has made himself very 
popular here and is the right man in toe 
right place. The house is really one of the 
strong<st in the state and deserves the enor- 
mous trade it receives. 

J. Q. Worn is one of the “hesyy”’ men in the 
town. He does big furniture business, and 
is a member of the city council. 

Jutrvus Horne does a leading dry goods 
husinese: He is a brother to the widely known 
Mr, Henry Herne, of Macon, and is fall of 
tl e seme kind of spirit and enterprise. 

G. A. CUNNINGHAM is the recognized au- 
thority in Griffin in real estate matters. He 
is the G. W. Adair of Griffin, which is saying 
much. He thinks Griffin is worth $250,009 
more than twelve months ago, and says 
property, while not commanding fancy prices, 
isona boom, He has sold a big piece of real 
estate here within a few years, and is con- 
sulted by every new comer who wants to know 
anything abont real estato. 

2, J. Dean, the photographer, ha3 one of 
the handsomest art galleries in the state. His 
place will compare favorably with any in 
Atlanta in size and artistic appearance, and his 
pictures are uousually fine. He has Mr. Milton 
Mitchell associated with him, and is doing a 
prosperous basineas. 

R. P. McWiiiraMs & Son form one of the 
strongess grocery and cotton firms in Georgia. 
They are well up in the thousands 
financially, and sell grocerles all through 
miédle Georgia. Their cotton business is algo 
heavy. 

S. W. MANGHAM, or Major Mangkam, a3 he 
is known, is a gentleman of military note, as 
well as fine business parts. He doesa fine 
drug and crockery and fancy goods trade, and 
is ever foremostin all public spirié. 

C, H. Osrornr & Warcorr. These gentle. 
men ruu a Jarge cairiage manufactory and 
foundry, besides a chair factory, Their wagons, 
carriages avd buggies are known all over 
Georgia for quality and finish. They ran fifty 
or sixty hands and have a heavy pay roll. 
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Work was soon begun, and after several 
months was finished. 

The building, a large two story brick, lies 
southeast and northwest, fronting the south- 
west and parallel with the Central railroad, 
from the main track of which it is one han- 
dred and twenty feet distant. It is about 
balf a mile from Hill street, the ground grad- 
nally rising all the way, and is situated on a 
slight clevation which enables it to be seon 
fiom many parts of the city, while from the 
tower or the roof a commanding view is ob- 
tained of many miles of sorround'nz coutry. 

The main building is 325 feet long aad 50 
feet wide; each of the stories is 15 feet in 
height, and from the feundation to the cone of 
the roof is 40 feet. Inthocenter is a tower 
16 feet square and 60 feet high, containing the 
tank and stairway. At the southeast end in 
the sear is the eagino room, 24x49 feet, and 
the beiler house, 20x36 feet, making the 
southeast front 110 feet. At the other end, 
aleo in the rear, is another addition, which is 
two stories high and 60x32 feet, containing 
the picker 100m and machine shop, mating 
the northwest frontage 110 feet. The chimney 
is 95 feet high and contains an even 100.000 
brick. The whole building containg $16,000 
brick. 

The walls of the firststory are 16 inches 
thick, with 1x20 inch pilasters every eight 
feet; and the walls of the second story aro 12 
inches thick, with the same pilasters—ihus 
virtually making 20inch and 16 inch walls 
respectively for the two stories. Tae floor and 
roof girders all through are 10x14 inches and 
supported in the center by posts 10x10 inches, 
eight fectapart from center to center. The 
floors are made of 3inch plank, topped with 
iz inch flooring run diagonally across. Al- 
the woodwork is of the most beantiful Geor- 
gia wood, 

The factory is heated by steam, lighted by 
electricity and supplied with the moet com- 
plete system of waterworks ever putup. 

All around the walls on theinside of the 
building, in each story, are run four lines of 
one inch steam pipe, whichare filled with 
steam from the boilersand keep the rooms 
heated up comfortably and at almost any tem- 
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that time the Cepots wili have been erected. 
and Griffin and Columbus can 
shake hands in reality. From Grif- 
“wo the Georgia Midiand people 
ropose to go righton to McDonough, where 
they tap the East Tennessee, Virginis and Geor- 
gia railroad, and from thence to Gainesville or 
Athens, which will give them connection with 
the great Richmond and Danvillo system east. 
In addition to this it is almost a cortaiaty that 
the old Griffin, Monticello and Madison road 
will be used to bui'd a Jine from Monticollo to 
Griffin end cn to LaGrange. Griffin can get 
the road for $25,000,and lam assured that it 
will be bnilt, This will give the city splendid 
railroad f;cilities, and place the merchants 
where they can co a fine jobbing trade among 
the neigk boring towns. Whatever tiey lose 
by smaller townsspringirg up along the new 
routes will be more than made up. this 
way. Besides, ronch of the travel now 
passing throvgh Atlanta, bonnd sonth and 
north, will come through Grifie. The Geor- 
gia Midland road saves 100 miles of travel to 
reorle gcing to Florida by the Air Line, and 
the Monticello road will tave 119 miles to 
those going south from Now Oileans and 
Montgomery. There are maniico!ld advant- 
ages the people see with the building of these 
roads, and they are clamoring loud)y for them. 
One of them is building, the other, I am posi 
tively assured, will bave to come of necessity.

After family had retired for night, Page or 
Mulligan, left the house and going back to 
Hamilton’s crept into the latter’s bed room 
and ashe Jay asleep, placed 4 pistol to his 
head, blew out his brains and fled, 

Mrs. Hamiiton gave the alarm, and there 
being some men about the place, the neigh- 
bors were soon aroused and in purauit of the 
murderer. A party of citizens caught him a 
Short distance from the house, and placing a 
rope around his neck made him confess his 
crime. Just as they were in the act of lynch- 
ing him, another party of citizens came up, 
ard the lynchers supposing them to be 
oflicerse, left their man and scattered. Malli- 
gen, tuking advantage of the excitement, 
escaped, but was recaptured the next day and 
t» ken to Yellville, where he is now in jail, 
H»milton had twice been elected sheriff, aud 
twice circuit clerk of Searcy county. He was 
for four years deputy coliector of ixnternal 
revenue and was a candidate for sheriff at the 
recent election.

We print elsewhere an article on the sub- 
ject of railroad discrimination against At- 
tanta which should be read by every citi- 
zen. Itis written by a gentleman of high 
standing, who knows exactly what he is 
writing and who is careful of statement. 

The facts detailed in this article are but 
part of the general disadvantages under 
which Atlanta labors, and must labor, as 
lovg as every railroad that runs into her 
gates is controlled by outside and alien infiu- 
ences. Until we can build or buy a line that 
is controlled by our own people, and will be 
used to protect the trade of the city, and pre- 
vent its being partitioned oat by arbitrary 
discriminations among our competitors, we 
shall be completely at the mercy of the rail- 
road corporations.

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Sneak Thief Literature. 

When Minister Phelps decided that Allen 
Thorndike Rice, the editor of the North 
American Review, was not a proper person 
to present at court, he knew exactly what 
he was doing. 

Mr. Rice may be technically a gentleman, 
or a8 General Toombs used to put it, he may 
be a gentleman by act of parliament, but he 
is £0 unfortunately constituted that he is al- 
ways doing ungentlemanly things. 

As an illustration of Mr. Rice’s peculiar 
weakness we have only to refer to the No- 
vember number of his Review. One of the 
m103t notable articles in it is the oue entitled

The extracts from Mr. Lamar’s letter book 
show that he was interested to some extent 
in the Afiican slave trade, a fact which has 
been published time and again before and 
since the war. The main purpose of the

The contributor who furnishes the stolen 
letters to the Review wisely withholds his 
name from the public. This, however, 
makes little difference. As the editor of the 
Keview Mr. Rice must bear the disgraceful 
responsibility of encouraging and indorsing 
the sneak thief literature which he is hawk- 
ing about the country. This may appear a 
very light matter toa man already smarting 
under the international stigma conveyed in 
Minister Phe)ps’s declaration that he is not 
agentleman, but he will find befvre he is 
done with it that the deserved contempt of 
decent people is a very serious thing.

Hardy’s ‘‘The Mayor of Casterbridge,’’ and 
this we regard as a hopeful sign. 

The November Atlantic opens with a short 
story, ‘‘The Peckster Professorship,’’ which 
is made up of easy writing and hard reading. 
The bightest and most readable paper in 
the magazine—tbe brightest, ia fact, that has 
lately appeared in any magazine—is Mr. 
Percival Lowell’s ‘‘A Korean Coup d’ Etat ” 
The style of itis everything it should be, 
combining humor with information, and 
lending dramatic interest to the narra- 
tive of an episode that could only occur in 
the far east. Mr, Bishop’s ‘“‘The Golden 
Justice’ proceeds leisurely, as does Miss 
Murfree’s ‘‘In the Clonds.’’ Mr. John Fiske 
has an article on ‘‘The Germs of National 
Sovereignty in the United States,’’ and there 
are other papers of more or less interest. 

Lippincott’s Magazine for November has 
ap attractive table of contents, embracing

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RUSSIAS ULTIMATUM 


Complaint that Ressians are Maltreated-- 
Foreign News, 

Soria, October 30,—General Kaulbars has 
issued an ultimatum to the Bulgarian govern-— 
ment. He comylsins that Rossians in Balga- 
ria are maltreated and terrorized, and says 
thatifin threedays hedoes not rececivea 
satisfactory answer to his ultimatum he will 
rupture his relations with the regency and 
leave Sofia, taking with himwuhe whole per- 
sonne! of the Russian consulate. The govern: 
ment has sent a circular to the various prefects 
commanding them to adopt stringent measures 
for the protection of Russians. A copy of the 
circular was sent to Genera! K aulbars with the 
request that he furnish the names of Rassians 
whom he alleges had been molested. 

The government has ordered that the Ras- 
sian language shall no longer be taughtin the 
public echools of Bulgaria, but that the Ger 
man language sbali be taught instead. 

Lieu*‘enant Colfiloff, commander at Ruast- 
chovk, whe, at the instance of General Kanl- 
bara,tele graphed tothe government demanding 
the release of thoso persons concerned in the 
deposition of Prince Alexander, has been son- 
tcuced to one month’s impr'sonment and has 
been deprived of his command. 

PretH, Oc ober 30.—Increased fear is mani- 
fested in political circles here that Russia will 
occupy Bulgaria. It is believed that Austria 
will not acquiesce in such action oa the part 
of Russia, In the event of the occupation of 
Bulgaria by Russie, the Hungarian govern- 
ment will makethe maintenance of Prime 
Mimister Tizza’s policy as announced in the 
diet a cabinet question. 

London, October 80.—A dispatch from Soffa 
tothe Times says that General Kaulbars at- 
tended a secret meeting, at which resolutions 
were adopted to overthrew tho present Bal.

Mr. Nicholas Long, of Savannah, the First to Take 
One License~An Interesting Talk With Ooi.

The first oleomargarine license isaned in 
Goorg ia was to Nicholas Long, retail grocer, 
Savannah, Ga, 

Collector Crenshaw isened this license at 
balf pest ten o’clock yesterday morning, and 
fowarded itby the evening mail to Mr. Long, 

The oleomargarine law goes into effect to- 
morrow. No dealer can sell it without first 
procuring & license and paying the special tax. 
Collector Crenshaw expects to issue a namber 
of licenses tomorrow, es several Atlanta mer- 
chants have signified their intention t>. deal 
in oleomargarine both at wholesale and retail. 
Ifany merchant or tradersells oleom argarine 
after today without stamping the package it 
is iv, they will be hable to a heavy fine, if 
caught up with,and the deputy collecters have 
been instructed to keep a Sharp lookout and 
report all violators promptly. The law will 
be rigidly enforced, and a dealer wi)! 

TAKE DANGEROUS CHANOES

Yeeterdary a CONSTITUTION man asked Col- 
lector Crenshaw: 

“You expect some dealers to evade the law?” 

‘Ob, certainly,” was the reply, “bat we'll 
get them ifthey are not very carefal. Now, 
it is very bard to tell the difference betweon 
gepuine butter and a good article of oleomar- 
gerine. See if youcan. Here look at ihis; 
taste it and smell it,” 

And vhe coliector uncovered too small plats 
of what the reporter took to be butter. One 
Was genuine butter sent to the collector by 
Mr, W. Toom, and the other was eleomarga- 
rine furnished by Mr. Aaron Haaz. The oleo- 
margerine looked the richest and nicest and 
the reporter picked it ont for butter. 

“Ten men out of twelve will do the same 
thing every time,” said thecollector. ‘I can’t 
tell the diffrence in the taste, and it certainly 
looks more tempting. I heard of a very funny 
thing the other day, A cortain wholosale 
dealer in oleomargarine here, has been selling 
to a well known grocer. It so happened that 
this wholesale dealer's wife traded with the 
grocer, anda few days ago he went to dinner 
and his wife told him she didn’t know what 
to do, that : 

THE GROCER WAS OUT OF BUTTER, 
and it was so nice that sae couida’t think of 
trading elsewhere. The wholesale dealer 
Jooked blank, but could say nothing. He had 
beon selling the mershant oleomargarine at 
sixteen cents and then paying him forty-fivo 
cepts back for it,” 

“Do you think much oleomargarine has boen 
sold for butter?” 

“Yer, indeed, large quantities every day, 
but the consumers don’t know it, or they 
would not buy it. They have an idea there is 
something unclean about oleomargarine. It is 
c'eaver than most people suppose. In making 
oleomargarine the selected fat taken from cat- 
tle in the process of slaughtering is used, 
After a thorough washing the fat is placed in 
a bath of clean, cold water and surrounded 
with ice, where it is allowed to remain until 
all animal heat has been removed. It is then 
cut into sma}l pieces by machinery, and melted 
at an average temperature of 150 degrees uatil 
the fat in liquid form has separated from the 
fibrine or tissue, and then settled uatil 
it is perfectly clear, Next it is drawn into 
draining vats, and allowed to stand a day, 
when it is ready ior the process. The pressing 
extracts the stearine, leaving the remaining 
product knownasoleo oil. It is this article 
which, when churned with cream or milk or 
both, and sometimes with a small amonnt of 
creamery buiter, the whole being properly 
salted, gives oleomargarine. Each beef yields 
an average of 40 pounds of oleo oil. 

Now this process shows that it is clean, Our 
people willget usedto it afier a while, and 
wouldn’t mind going into a store and asking 
for it. Comein Monday and I’ll let you know 
who is going to sell it here.”

Castella is a small town, or rather yillage, in 
southwestern Texas, of some 400 or 500 {whabi- 
tants.

AN ANT BATTLE 


LL OTS 

J. 8, Cheyney, in Philadelphia Ledger. 
| Inthe summer, a Year ago, aswarm of black 
ants, Formica Pennsylyanica, built their nest 
between the ceiling and roof of a shed near 
our dwelling, in the suburbs of Philadelphia. 
At « distance of a few hundred feet from the 
shed a second Golony of the same species had 
also builta homeina sheltered place. Both 
nests were Unusually populous. 

Battles between ants of different species, 
fought fer the purpose of capturing elaves, 
have teen often described. Bat on a bright 
morning in August I was a witness of a fizht 
between these two colonies of the gat 
which could haye waged for no such pur- 
pceee, and which gave the occasion for a greater 
display of forethought on the partof thecom: 
baiants than is usually conceded to the ant. 

The nest in the roof was the one attacked. 
The only approach to it from the ground was 
by 8 post and plastered wall about six feet high. 
A smooth plank floor fitted closely against the 
wall and port, and was raised above the ground 
by # low step. Thie floor was the scene af the 
confich, | 5 eae 

In wis DY Tepoocu siudy vi shese nests aud 
their inhabitants during the summer months 
the small workers were the only ones who 
seemed tolabor. They did all the foraging, 
and it was very unusal to S€e one of the large 
workers outside the entrance of the nest, 
which, however, they faithiully guarded. The 
conduct of the latter so much more closely 
agreed with that of the soldier ants of kindred 
species that in speaking of them in tis paper 
Isbhal] callthem soldiers, because they cor- 
tainly yperfcrmed Sail the duties of a soldier, 
and ,so tar a8 could be seen, did nothing elss, 

When I first saw them on the morning of 
the battle, both the small workers and tho 
Jarge ones or soldiers were out op the wall, post 
and floor in great numbers. There was no 
fighting then going on. A strong force of sol- 
diers held every approach at the foot post and 
wall, smaller bodies were formed in regular 
lines half-way up the post and large outsiand- 
ing groups were stationed at elese distances 
apart here and there upon the floor. The 
su all workers, far more active than the sol- 
diers, were scoting in ali directions over the 
ocr and step, and running upand down the 
_ost which supported tho nest. 

WhileI stocd wondering at the unusual 
‘ommotion I saw at the distance of a few feet 
» host of small workers, closely followed by a 
‘reat horde of soldiers streaming along a fence 
irom the other distant nest. They must have 
numbered thoueands. In a very short tiae 
these hostile workers had descended the fence 
to the ground, swarmed up the step to the 
door, and poured in crowds upon the defensive 
sconte, The antagonists rushed upon each 
other, and with their strong jaws cut off hero 
aleg and there an antenns, and sometimes 
revercd the body of an opponent at a blow. 
The foremost soldiers of the defensive party 
scon came to the rescue, and the swar. of 
hostile wo1kers were driven back towatd the 
step. 

But by this time the soldiers of the attack- 
ing party had reached the floor, moving dolib- 
erate'y onward in a dense, black mass, crueh- 
ing their smalier foes as they advanced. In a 
few moments the small workers were either al! 
kuled cr retired from the~ front. Then tho 
battle between the soldiers of the opposing 
forees began in earnest. Halting 4 .moment 
tili their ranks were close and compact,though 


by no means regulsr, the invaders advaised 


to the attack in a dense mass, seeming to com- 
pletely cover the floor over which they moved. 
In this clore array they met the defenders, 
whom they greatly outnumbered. Thoy were 
received, however, with a courage as great as 
their own, and their ranks were quickly bro. 
ken up and thrown into apparent disorder. 

After the general charge had been thus 
made rnd the combatants were mixed in an 
undistinguishable crowd, single champions 
were seen rushing around the floor secking @ 
foe. When two of these champions approached 
eech oi her a mutual examination with the ends 
of their antenna now seemed necessary to tell 
foe from friend. Many sach meen were 
fricndly, and after the salutation both would 
rpsh away at full speed. But when, by the 
delicate test of feeling, or whatever serves 
them to thus distingaic . -ach had found an 
enemy, they rushed up: o22 another with 
the utmost rage, clinche: both with teet and 
jaws, ard, doubling themse., 2 up, rolled over 
the floor, biting and tearing each Other, en- 
tirely undisturbed in their deadly work by 
being lifted up into the air with a pair of for: 
ceps. At oaetime the floor was nearly black 
with these rolling combatants. 

As ihe’battle progressed the superior num- 
bers of the invaders drove the defenders of 
theirhome slowly backward tothe foot of 
the po3t. Then a number of the small work- 
ers, who had been stationed upon the post, 
ran rapidly up tothe nest. In a moment a 
freeh army of soldiers, numbering many bun- 
drecs, rushed from the nest, and, descending 
the post, passed the guards at the base and fell 
npon the victorious foe, driving them back 
slowly, but steadily, to the edge of the step. 
Tho guards at the base of the post did not ap- 
pear to leave their station to engage in the 
genere! fight, and only took part in it at all 
when the attacking soldiers tried to pass them 
to reach the nest. 

The fight lasted about five hours, and ended 
in a total rout of the attacking party. Toward 
the close the wouuded, doubtless of the invad- 
ing party, were eeen dragging themselves off 
the field. generally carryiog with them some 
enemy which had fastened upon them by his 
strong jawsina death embrace. In many cases 
theee attacked foemen were found to consist 
only cf a pair of jaws and a head, all the reat 
of their bocy having been torn away in the 
fight. With bulldog tenacity the head held 
on firmly, resisting all efforts of the wounded 
ants to remove it. To test the force of this 
giip of the jaws I touched some of the un- 
wounded soldiers with a pair of steel forceps, 
They bit the end of the forceps 80 firmly that 
it was not possible to detach them by pressing 
them against the mouth of a collecting bottle 
without crushing the ant itself, 

Wen the enemy had been driven off and 
the fighting was over, the workers came down 
froni the nest and carried away many of the 
dead. But when they ceased their labors, 
hundreds of dead were left, and from the fac; 
that before lifting and dragging away a body 
two or more of them at the same time carefally 
examined it with their antenna, and thon, 
with one accord, either took it away or left it 
where it was lying, never once seeming to dif- 
fer in their decision. It would seem that even 
alter O¢ath they distinguished friend from foe 
in their treatment, ; 

The wounded defenders of their homo tried 
to crawlup tothe nest. The loss of legs and 
anienns mate this difficult, and while some 
sueceeded many failed, When the latter found 
the task a vain one they crept slowly out into 
the grassand died. For two days after the 
battleastropg guard of soldiers was kept at 
the bottom of the post, Fina'ly these wore 
withdrawn aud the ant colony settled down 
to its ueval quiet rovtine,

parte, He is 22 years old. 

Tove story of the marriage of Jerome Bona- 
varte, bis grandfather, has been so often told 
that every one is familiar with it. He was wild, 
reckless, and uproarious. He married Miss 
Paiterron iv opposition to the warning of the 
French covgul-general, to the advicee of all 
his friends, and in +pit» of the scruples of the 
lady’s family. He lived with her fifceen 
months, then left her at the command of his 
imperious brotuer, and married another wo- 
man. The emperor declared the marriage null, 
and so did the archbishop of Paris. But the 
marriage wes not null; it was perfectly valid, 
as the pope informed the emperor when he 
eour ht a decree dissolving it from Rome. It 
was performed by Bishop Carroll of Baltimore, 
in the presence of the mayor of the city and 
other leading citizens; the groom’s oaly sur- 


was he)d, which considereed the case of the 
American. It decided that he was legitimate 
for all purpose: except the right of succession, 
In other words, he never couldj succeed to toe 
throne, and he could not inherit any portioa 
of his father’s property. Against this decisioa 
Mr. Bovaparte appealed to the Tribanal of 
First Instance, ana his mother made a ‘rip to 
Paris especial'y to urge her rights. The court, 
however, decided against him. 

The prince, or rather the Count Moncalieri, 
under which title he prefera to travel, dined ia 
bis apartments with Cousul Lambertenghi. 
The descendant of the Bonapartes will stayin 
the city a few days and then proceed eastaand 
to Evrope, thus finishing a tour of the world 
which began at Marseilies a year ago, and has 
included a trip through Siam aud all the points 
of interest in the Orient; where the count 
wae entertained in royal style. 
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Viving parent, his mother, and his elder brother 
Joseph, assented to it, as the French law re- 
quires; every formality, both of the French 
and the American Jaw, was strictly complied 
with. Jerome subsequently married Catherine 
of Wurtemberg, and the is:ue of that marriage 
was the father of the young man who air.ved 
yesterday. 

While the great empsror lived no one dared 
to dispute his will. He called Jerome’s wife 
Mi-s Patterson. He forbade her to land ia 
Europe He insisted that she should retucn 
to the United States, and on condition of her 
return be would allow her a pension of 60,000 
francs a year. Hespoke of her in private aad 
in pnblic as “that little American girl, my 
bro: her Jerome’e mistress.” But his will was 
not recognized beyond the reach of his guas. 
ln Belumcre Mrs. Jerdme Bonaparte was rec- 
ognized as the lawfully wedded wife of a king.

at first glance. itis a refiaei conaterpart of 
the Napoleonic features, the bend of the 
prince’s nose being more sabdaod than that of 
the well-known feature which the firat Napo- 
leon was endowed with. 

One of the best snits of several rooms in the 
hotel was assi the guests, it being on the 
first floor at the Annie street corner. Thither 
the ey! immetiately went, the consal dof- 
fing his hat and bowing carefully again as the 
prince proceeded to the elevator. Soon after 
a big wagon jJoad of tranks, with the 
pasets insignia thereon, was brought to the 

t . 
The party had arrived on thesteamship Bel- 
gic from Yokobams, and had been received at 
the wharf by the [tralian consul, the prince 
heing a nephew of the king of Italy, In 
Frence he is regeraed merely as a citig2n, aod 
on account of the attitnde of Bonaparte and 
the Frenob government toward each ot her the 
French representatives took no notice of his 
arrival. At the requestof Consul Lamberten- 
ghi Collector Hager, by authority from Wash- 
ington, permitted the baggage of the prince to 
be landed without the customary detention. 
The prince is traveling under the name of 
Domste Leste 40 Moncslieri, and on his card 
which bears that title is the following address: 
‘Hotel de Nosilles, Marseille: 
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tem berg princets gave birth to Prince Napo- 
leon (better kr own as Pion-Plon ) He married 
Clothilde, sister of King Humbert of Italy, 
avd *s the father of our present visitor. Tne 
Bal' imore wife gave birth to Jerome Bonaparte, 
who married Susie Williams of Baltimore and 
became the father of Colonel Napoleon Je- 
rome Bonaparte, a West Point gradaate and a 
distinguished officer in the French army. 
When Louis Napoleon visited this country 
in 1837 Mr. Jerome Bovavarte invited him to 
visit him and entertained him hospitably. 
Fourteen years af'erward, when Napoleon was 
seated on the imperial throne of Fraacs, Mr. 
Bonaparte wrote to congratulate him on hav- 
ipg once more elevated the family to power. 
The emperor promptly replied, inviting Mr. 
Bonaparte to visit him in Paris. On his arrival 
he was asked to dinner at St Cload, and before 
the guests were seated at the table, the empe- 
ror handed Mr. Bonaparte a paper signed by 
the minister of jastice, the president of the 
senate, end the president of the coaucil of 
state, ceit'fying that the marriage of a's father 
to Miss Patterson was legal; that Jsrome Bo 
naparte was legitimate, and that he should be 
*r. integre, dans la qualite de francais.” The 
stertling news soon spread and aroused the 
alarm of old Jexome Bonaparte, who was then 
70 years ofage. He protested that his mar- 
riage, half a century before, was realiy null. 
Bat the emperor was firm. The 30th day of 
August, 1854. adecree was entered in the 
Bolie'in des Lois formally acknowledging the 
legitimacy of Mr. Jerome Bonaparte of Balti- 
more,

Jerome Bonaparte the younger,thefgrada te of 
Wert Point, was gezetted to a lientenancy ta 
the French army. The young man just fed the 
em peror’s favor. He served with suca distine- 
tion in the Crimean and Italian wars chat he 
received the Cross of the Legion of Honor 
from Fiauce,the Victoria Cross from the 
queen, the Order of the Medjidie from the 
sultan,and‘the Order of Mi'itary\Valor from the 
kivgof Italy.

actress fortured into a velgarscandal A thousand 
women of society go wrong witnout the pu rlic h- 
ing made any the wiser througn the press, but le: 
an actiess, in the humblest sphere, commit the 
same fault, and it at once becomes legitimate food 
for the gbouls ef the sensational press. You will 
observe that I pave emphasized the word Ameri- 
can. This dbripgs me to that portion of your edito- 
rial which meets my hearty approval, viz.: the 
desecration of our stage and art by lewd Kagtish 
women. The question now arises, who is respon. 
sible for tbis Outrage upon public deceocy and 
morality? I sey uphesiiatingiy the American 
speruJating manager (usually of Hebrew extrac: 
tion), aided and abetted by the leading American 
newspapers.

Their 
varicus wives, alleged and otherwise, and their 
variegated progeny are scattered over two Conti- 
nevts. Put a pin right here Seventy-five per 
cent (to draw it mild);) of American ac resses fol- 
low their profession through the purest and no- 
blest of motives. They are honored wives, sisters 
ar d methéra. About the same ratio of foreien 
ectresses, bigh and low, who have visited this 
country. use the profession 68 a convenience. This 
is a bold assertion, but it is the resuit of honest 
cop viction, after a twenty years’ close observation, 
from a vantaee ground that enables me to judge 
inte igen iy 1 am a thorough protectionist, 
Professionally, 1 believe in close social and moral 
guareptine, end 1 practice what I preach, both as 
amen enda manager.
